It is 
available in thicknesses ranging from x /% inch to 134 inches. And you can obtain it in 
lovely colors. Flesh Tinted . . . rosy and glowing in tone, a wonderful aid in giving 
warmth and intimacy to a room. Water White, or Crystalex, with a pure, crystal 
appearance. Blue ... a deep, rich blue that’s cool and lovely. Or Green ... a delicate, 
sea-water green that’s thoroughly delightful.

When special 
protection against deterioration from atmospheric or climatic conditions is desired, 
Pittsburgh Copper Back Mirrors are recommended. In buying mirrors, be sure they 
bear the trade-mark shown here. It is your assurance of the polished beauty and 
perfect reflection found only in mirrors made from genuine Plate Glass.

A quality sheet glass, made by a special process and remarkably free from distorting 
defects. It has a brilliant surface finish on both sides of the sheet, permits exception¬ 
ally clear vision for a sheet glass. Available in single strength, double strength, 
i^6 inch and % inch thicknesses. 

Carrara 

A beautiful, opaque glass with ground and polished finish, mirror-like surface re¬ 
flections. It is suitable for scores of effective uses in the home. You have your choice 
of ten lovely colors . . . Gray, Jade, Ivory, Black, White, Beige, Forest Green, Orange, 
Wine and Rembrandt Blue. These offer limitless possibilities for the creation of 
striking color harmonies. Carrara Glass is easy to keep clean by an occasional wiping 
with a damp cloth . . . and will never check, craze, fade, stain or absorb odors. It is 
impervious to grease, grime, moisture and chemicals. Carrara is also available in the 
new Suede-finish with a soft, velvety-looking surface texture of great richness and 
beauty. 

pc 

A relatively new material . . . but already tremendously popular in the home. These 
glass blocks admit plentiful supplies of daylight to make rooms cheerful and bright. 
They insure privacy and quietness in the home. Their high heat-insulation value cuts 
down fuel bills. They are the last word in smartness. And their crystalline good looks 
add definitely to home appearance, both inside and out. PC Glass Blocks are available 
in eight lovely patterns, and in three sizes—6, 8 and 12 inch. 

Herculite tf&ao 

This is glass which has been subjected to a special heat-tempering process which 
makes it four times as strong and flexible as before it was treated . . . many times more 
resistant to shock, impact and heat. The Herculiting process may be applied to plate 
glass, structural glass . . . almost any type of glass . . . wherever additional strength 
is desired. 

Solex c 

This is a special Plate Glass, sea green in color, which is highly heat-absorbing. It is 
especially suitable for glazing windows that get lots of sun ... for it transmits less 
than 43% of the total solar heat, and yet admits 70% to 73% of the sun’s total light.

The 
intriguing challenge presented to the home decorator by glass in its various forms has 
already been accepted by thousands upon thousands of home-lovers. If you wish to join 
them, these pictures should be helpful in assisting you to decide just how you want to 
use glass in your own rooms. 

Many glass improvements are simple enough so that you can do them yourself, or can 
have them done by your local Glass Dealer. Where improvements that you wish to make 
are more extensive, or involve structural changes in your house, we recommend that you 
consult your architect, interior designer or builder. 

Undoubtedly, he will corroborate our statement that, for best results, you should use 
glass products of high quality. And in buying the actual products you intend to employ, 
there is a simple way to make absolutely certain of this quality. That is, to depend upon 
the name Pittsburgh” as your guide to excellence and dependability in glass. The name 
“Pittsburgh” has been synonymous with quality glass products for more than fifty years. 
It identifies the glass products manufactured by Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company and by 
Pittsburgh Corning Corporation . . . both leaders in the industry.
